SUBJECT

This action is to authorize the Los Angeles County Waterworks Districts to continue to
collect Water Service Availability Standby Charges during Fiscal Year 2008-09 to fund
water system capital improvement projects.

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD ACTING AS THE GOVERNING BODY
OF THE LOS ANGELES COUNTY WATERWORKS DISTRICT NOS. 21, 29, 36, 37,
AND 40:

1. Find that the Water Service Availability Standby Charge authorized by
Section 55501.5 of the State Water Code is to obtain funds for capital
improvement projects within existing service areas, and find that the
approval of the respective Standby Charges is exempt from provisions of
the California Environmental Quality Act.

2. Adopt the Water Service Availability Standby Charges for Fiscal
Year 2008-09 to collect approximately $1.8 million in revenue in order to
meet the Los Angeles County Waterworks Districts' Fiscal Year 2008-09
budget.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

This action will allow the Districts to continue to collect approximately $1.8 million in
Standby Charges during Fiscal Year 2008-09 to fund water system capital improvement
projects.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

The Countywide Strategic Plan directs the provision of Fiscal Responsibility (Goal 4)
and Community Service (Goal 6) by using funds collected from the Standby Charges to
efficiently construct needed capital improvement projects to provide reliable domestic
and fire protection service for our customers.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

There will be no impact to the County General Fund.

These actions will allow the Los Angeles County Waterworks Districts to collect
approximately $1.8 million in revenue in order to meet the Los Angeles County
Waterworks Districts' Fiscal Year 2008-09 budget set forth in Exhibits A through K. The
funds will be collected on property tax bills by the Auditor-Controller.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

Section 55501.5 of the State Water Code authorizes the collection of Water Service
Availability Standby Charges on each parcel within the Districts. The water service
standby or immediate availability charge is an assessment that is charged to every
parcel within the Waterworks Districts whether the water service is used or not. The
standby charge is used to partially finance maintenance and operation expenses and
capital projects within the Districts. The standby charge is calculated based on the size
of the parcel and its distance from and frontage along, if applicable, the nearest
watermain. Depending on these factors, the standby charge can vary from a flat fee of
$5 per parcel to a fee of $30 per acre. The number of assessed parcels and standby
charges collected per Waterworks District is as follows.
